dollar,  irrespective  of  any  special  rates  or  assessments 
that  may  be  required  to  be  levied  by  any  other  By  Law 
as  thereby  provided. 

3.  That  the  owner  or  owners  of  real  estate  whose 
lots  or  parcels  of  land  were  rated  and  assessed  on  the 
Assessment  Roll,  shall  pay  or  cause  to  be  paid  to  the 
Collector  of  Taxes  for  the  Corporation  of  the  Munici- 
pality of  Chilliwhack,  on  or  before  the  first  day  of 
October,  A.D.  1887,  all  sums  of  money  for  which  he, 
she  or  they  may  be  rated  or  assessed. 

4.  Any  person  or  persons  neglecting  to  pay  his,  her 
or  their  taxes  within  thirty  days  from  the  time  speci- 
fied for  the  payment  thereof  in  this  By-Law,  shall  be 
subject  to  the  provisions  contained  in  Sections  133  to 
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147  inclusive  of  the  “Municipalities  Act,  18S1.”

BY-LAW  No.  21. 

.■I  By- La  ir  to  prevent  theyroirth  of  weed  * of  an  injurl- 

ons  nature. 

A I THERE  AS  it  is  expedient  and  necessary  to  pre- 
\V  vent  the  growth  of  certain  weeds  of  an  injuri-J 
ous  nature,  he  it  therefore  enacted  by  the  Reeve  and 
Council  of  Chilliwback  as  follows: — 

1.  From  and  after  the  passing  of  this  By-Law  it 
shall  be  unlawful  for  any  person  or  persons  to  permit 
the  growth  or  maturity  of  Canada  thistles,  small  burr 
or  skunk  weed,  Scotch  thistles,  or  wild  mustard,  on 
any  lands  owned  or  occupied  by  them  within  the  limits 
of  the  Municipality  of  Chilli  whack. 

2.  On  any  Pathmaster  or  other  person  reporting  to 
the  Clerk  of  the  Municipality  the  growth  of  and  weeds 
mentioned  in  the  preceding  clause  on  the  lands 
owned  or  occupied  by  any  person  or  persons  in  the 
Municipality,  it  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  Clerk  to  no- 
tify the  person  or  persons  on  whose  property  such 
weeds  are  growing  to  cut  or  remove  them;  and  in  case 
of  his  or  their  neglect  to  cut  or  remove  such  weeds 
within  one  week  after  the  posting  of  such  notice,  it 
shall  be  lawful  for  the  Clerk  to  order  the  Pathmaster 
of  the  beat  in  which  such  weeds  are  growing,  to  cut  or 
remove  such  weeds  at  the  expense  of  the  owner  or  oc- 
cupier of  such  land,  and  to  forward  to  the  Clerk  an 
account  of  the  expense  incurred. 

3.  In  case  any  party  or  parties  refuses  or  neglects  to 
pay  the  expense  incurred  in  cutting  or  removing  such 
weeds,  it  shall  be  lawful  for  the  Clerk  to  sue  and  col- 
lect such  expense  in  the  County  Court  as  an  ordinary- 
debt. 

This  By-Law  may  be  cited  for  all  purposes  as  the 
“Foul  Weeds  By-Law,  1887.”
